The  Illinois  Compiled  Statutes  require  the  Commission  on 
Intergovernmental  Cooperation  to  compile  and  maintain  information  on 
federal  aid  programs  administered  by  Illinois  state  agencies,  and  to  report 
to  the  Illinois  General  Assembly  on  those  programs.  Federal  Funds  to  State 
Agencies,  FY  1994-FY 1996,  the  fifth  edition  of  this  report,  is  submitted  by 
the  Commission  to  fulfill  this  responsibility. 

This  edition  includes  program  descriptions  and  outlay  information, 
as  well  as  sections  to  assist  legislators  and  staff  in  linking  the  federal 
program  data  to  the  state  budget.  A  State  Trust  Fund  section  identifies  the 
trust  fund(s)  used  for  depositing  the  federal  grants,  and  a  table  indicates 
which  state  programs  are  supported  and  what  areas  and  populations  of 
Illinois  are  served  by  the  federal  grants. 

It  is  the  hope  of  the  Commission  that  this  handbook  will  be  a  useful 
resource  for  legislators  in  their  understanding  of  federal  assistance.

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INTRODUCTION 


The  Illinois  Commission  on  Intergovernmental  Cooperation, 
a  bipartisan,  legislative  commission  of  the  General  Assembly,  is 
mandated  the  responsibility  of  serving  as  the  "...  information  center 
for  the  General  Assembly  in  the  field  of  federal-state  relations, . . .  and 
compiling  and  maintaining  current  information  on  available  and 

pending  federal  aid  programs "  [25 ILCS  130/4-2  (1992  State  Bar 

Edition)]. 

In  meeting  this  responsibility,  the  Commission  records  and 
tracks  applications  for,  and  awards  of,  federal  grants  to  state  agencies. 
In  addition,  the  Commission  conducts  an  annual  survey  designed  to 
identify  the  receipt  of  federal  aid  funds  by  Illinois  state  agencies. 

The  Federal  Funds  to  State  Agencies  (FFSA)  report  is  designed 
to  provide  legislators  and  legislative  staff  with  a  comprehensive 
reference  of  information  on  federal  funds  that  are  received  by  state 
agencies.  The  FFSA  report  augments  the  information  provided  in  the 
Commission's  monthly  reports  of  federal  fund  transactions  by  listing 
federal  aid  awards  on  a  state  fiscal  year  basis  and  including 
descriptive  program  information.  It  is  hoped  that  this  information 
will  help  legislators  and  legislative  staff  develop  a  clearer 
understanding  of  the  federal  programs  used  by  Illinois  state  agencies, 
and  of  the  levels  at  which  those  programs  are  being  funded. 

Overview 

Illinois  state  agencies  participate  in  approximately  350 
federal  programs  per  year.  During  the  past  few  years,  federal  grant 
awards  for  the  programs  used  by  state  agencies  have  continued  to 
increase,  following  the  trend  in  expenditures  for  total  U.S.  grants  (see 
Figure  1).  In  FY  1995,  these  awards  totaled  $7.7  billion  and  were 
estimated  to  increase  to  $7.9  billion  in  FY  1996.  A  significant  amount 
of  that  increase  was  an  additional  $198  million  for  the  Medicaid 
program.  A  closer  look  at  the  table  in  Appendix  B  reveals  that  the  net 
$268  million  difference  from  FY  1995  to  FY  1996,  although  positive,  is 
a  mix  of  increases  and  decreases.  Some  programs  have  been 
increased  by  Congress,  while  other  programs  have  been  reduced  or 
eliminated.

In  addition  to  the  growth  in  the  Medicaid  program,  some  of 
the  major  increases  in  federal  funds  from  FY  1995  to  FY  1996  include 
the  Department  of  Public  Aid's  Family  Support  Assistance  and  Child 
Support  Enforcement  programs;  the  Foster  Care  program 
administered  by  the  Department  of  Children  and  Family  Services;  Job 
Training  Assistance  for  Dislocated  Workers  available  through  the 
Department  of  Commerce  and  Community  Affairs;  the  Department 
of  Public  Health's  Special  Supplemental  Food  Program  for  Women, 
Infants  and  Children  (WIC)  and  the  Section  8 — Moderate 
Rehabilitation  program  of  the  Housing  Development  Authority. 
Programs  with  substantial  reductions  include  the  Department  of 


Public  Aid's  State  Legalization  Impact  Assistance  (SLIAG)  program 
and  administration  funds  for  Family  Support  and  Medicaid 
programs;  Special  Highway  Construction  Projects  available  through 
the  Department  of  Transportation;  State  Revolving  Fund 
Capitalization  Grants  through  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency; 
the  Adult  and  Youth  Training  components  of  the  Job  Training 
Partnership  Act  (JTPA);  the  Low-Income  Home  Energy  Assistance 
Program  (LIHEAP);  and  the  Community  Development  Block  Grant 
administered  by  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  Community 
Affairs. 

Using  This  Handbook 

The  federal  programs  in  this  handbook  were  included  if  the 
funds  were  received  directly  from  the  federal  government  or  a  non- 
state  agency.  Programs  in  which  a  state  agency  received  funds 
(subgrants)  from  another  state  agency  have  been  excluded  to  avoid 
"double  counting"  or  falsely  inflating  the  dollar  totals.  However,  a 
new  table  on  subgrants  has  been  added  (Appendix  C)  to  indicate  the 
flow  of  federal  funds  from  some  state  agencies  to  others. 

The  program  descriptions  in  FFSA  are  preceded  by  a  table  of 
contents  that  lists  the  federal  programs  used  by  state  agencies  from 
FY  1994  through  FY  1996.  This  table  will  facilitate  the  location  of  the 
federal  program  descriptions  as  well  as  indicate  which  groups  of 
federal  programs  are  used  by  each  state  agency.  Tables  showing 
federal  aid  awards  by  state  agency  are  appended.  Programs  within 
each  agency  are  listed  by  the  numbers  assigned  to  them  by  the  U.S. 
Office  of  Management  and  Budget  (OMB)  in  their  Catalog  of  Federal 
Domestic  Assistance.  Descriptions  of  each  program  include  the 
proper  name,  program  description  (objectives  and  services  provided 
or  supported),  formula  description,  matching  requirements,  account 
identification  number  (federal),  and  a  table  illustrating  the  outlays  to 
Illinois  for  FY  1994,  FY  1995  and  FY  1996. 

The  FFSA  handbook  contains  two  sections  of  state 
information  to  assist  legislators  and  staff  in  linking  the  federal 
program  data  to  the  state  budget.  A  State  Trust  Fund  section 
identifies  the  trust  fund(s)  used  for  depositing  the  federal  grants,  and 
a  table  identifies  which  state  programs  are  supported  and  what  areas 
and  populations  of  Illinois  are  served  by  the  federal  grants  (see 
following  example).

Descriptions  of  the  federal  programs  include  their  proper 
names,  common  names  (where  appropriate),  and  five-digit 
identifying  numbers  as  listed  in  the  U.S.  Office  of  Management  and 
Budget's  Catalog  of  Federal  Domestic  Assistance  (OMB  catalog 
numbers).  Each  OMB  catalog  number  serves  to  identify  a  federal 
program  and  the  administering  federal  agency.  In  a  few  instances 
where  federal  programs  are  not  listed  in  the  Catalog  of  Federal 
Domestic  Assistance,  this  Commission  has  assigned  a  unique 
identifying  number.  The  program  descriptions  are  arranged  in 
ascending  order  by  OMB  catalog  number.  For  example,  the  list  below 
shows  the  basic  numbering  scheme  and  the  corresponding  federal 
agencies:

Information  Sources 

The  basic  sources  for  the  fiscal  data  included  in  the  FFSA 
report  are  the  Commission  on  Intergovernmental  Cooperation's 
Federal  Aid  Surveys  which  have  examined  the  use  of  federal  funds  by 
Illinois  state  agencies  from  FY  1973  until  the  present.  The 
Commission  has  combined  its  survey  information  with  information 
compiled  through  its  federal  aid  tracking  system  to  obtain  actual  and 
estimated  totals  for  most  federal  programs.  The  fiscal  information  is 
supplied  directly  by  the  state  agencies,  and  it  is  assumed  the  figures 
are  supplied  in  good  faith  and  are  substantially  correct.  In  a  few  cases 
where  federal  programs  provide  funds  under  several  subcategories, 
the  fiscal  information  was  obtained  from  Federal  Funds  Information 
for  States  (FFIS),  a  project  sponsored  by  the  National  Conference  of 
State  Legislatures  and  the  National  Governors  Association.  The 
primary  source  for  the  program  descriptive  information  is  the  U.S. 
Office  of  Management  and  Budget's  Catalog  of  Federal  Domestic 
Assistance.

Program  Description:  This  program  is  designed  to  assist  state,  local, 
public,  and  private  nonprofit  organizations  in  an  effort  to  eliminate 
illiteracy.  Funds  can  be  used  to  establish  or  expand  existing  Literacy 
Resource  Centers. 

Formula  Description:  The  federal  share  of  funds  under  this  act  cannot 
exceed  80  percent  in  the  first  and  second  year,  70  percent  in  the  third 
and  fourth  year,  and  60  percent  in  the  fifth  and  succeeding  years.  States 
participating  in  regional  centers  must  only  provide  50  percent  of  the 
nonfederal  share.  The  nonfederal  matching  payments  may  be  in  cash 
or  in-kind.

Program  Description:  This  program  is  administered  by  the  federal 
Commission  on  National  and  Community  Service  and  has  three  state 
grant  programs.  (1)  Serve  America  supports  school-  or  community- 
based  youth  service  and  adult  volunteer  programs;  (2)  the  American 
Conservation  Corps  and  Youth  Service  Corps  encourage  the  expansion 
of  full-time  or  summer  youth  corps  projects;  and  (3)  the  National  and 
Community  Service  program  encourages  full-  or  part-time  community 
service  by  allowing  service  participants  to  receive  education  or  housing 
benefits  after  completing  the  service  projects.  In  addition  to  the  state 
grant  programs,  higher  education  consortiums,  local  governments 
and /or  nonprofit  organizations  can  apply  for  a  grant  that  encourages 
college  students  to  participate  in  community  service  projects.  Locals 
submit  their  application  to  the  state  lead  agency. 


Formula  Description:  Serve  America  funds  are  allocated  through  a 
funding  formula  based  on  the  school-age  population  of  the  state  and 
the  amount  of  funds  the  state  receives  under  the  Chapter  1  basic 
education  grant.  It  also  requires  a  10  percent  (match  which  may  be  in- 
kind  or  cash)  the  first  year,  a  20  percent  match  the  second  year,  and  a  30 
percent  match  the  third  year.  This  may  be  waived  in  certain  cases.  The 
Conservation  and  Youth  Service  Corps  Program  has  no  formula.  Grants 
are  based  on  the  number  and  quality  of  proposals.  This  program  re- 
quires at  least  a  25  percent  match  and  may  be  in-kind  or  cash.  The 
National  and  Community  Service  program  has  no  formula.  It  allows  a 
50  percent  post-service  benefit  for  participants.  The  Higher  Education 
Innovative  Projects  component  of  the  Community  Service  program  has 
no  formula  and  grants  are  based  on  the  number  and  quality  of 
proposals  received  and  the  number  of  institutions  involved  in  the 
consortia.  It  requires  at  least  a  50  percent  match  and  may  be  in-kind  or 
cash.

Program  Description:  This  program  provides  funds  for  implementing 
and  maintaining  highway  safety  programs.  Formula  grant  funds  are 
available  to  address  problems  in  areas  such  as  police  traffic  services, 
alcohol  and  drug  counter  measurers,  occupant  protection,  traffic 
records,  emergency  medical  services,  and  roadway  safety. 

Formula  Description:  The  distribution  of  funds  is  based  75  percent  on 
a  state's  relative  share  of  the  national  population  and  25  percent  on  a 
state's  share  of  national  public  road  mileage,  with  no  state  receiving  less 
than  0.5  percent.  The  federal  share  was  limited  to  75  percent  of  the  total 
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project  cost,  but  increased  to  80  percent  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Intermodal  Surface  Transportation  Efficiency  Act  of  1991.

disadvantage,  are  unable  to  receive  the  benefits  of  public  library 
services;  (3)  adapting  public  library  services  to  meet  particular  needs  of 
individuals  within  the  states,  including  those  with  limited  English- 
speaking  ability;  (4)  assisting  libraries  to  serve  as  community

Program  Description:  Funds  are  provided  through  state  agencies  for 
building,  expanding,  remodeling,  and  altering  existing  buildings,  and 
the  purchase,  lease  and  installation  of  equipment  of  any  public  library. 
The  term  "remodeling"  includes  providing  access  for  the  handicapped, 
ensuring  safe  working  environments  and  conserving  energy. 
Renovating  and  remodeling  to  accommodate  new  technologies,  and  the 
purchase  of  existing  historic  buildings  for  conversion  to  public  libraries 
is  also  allowed.  Funds  may  not  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  books  or 
other  library  materials,  or  for  the  provision  of  services.

20.700    PIPELINE  SAFETY 

Program  Description:  This  program  is  designed  to  develop  and 
maintain  state  natural  gas,  liquefied  natural  gas,  and  hazardous  liquid 
pipeline  safety  programs.  Eligible  activities  cover  such  areas  as 
inspection  and  testing  of  gas  pipelines  as  well  as  related  travel,  training, 
and  research. 

Formula  Description:  This  program  has  no  statutory  formula.  The 
Natural  Gas  Pipeline  Safety  Act  authorizes  federal  reimbursement  of  up 
to  50  percent  of  a  state's  expenditures  during  the  year  for  personnel, 
equipment,  and  activities  reasonably  required  by  the  state  agency  for 
the  conduct  of  its  pipeline  safety  program.  The  Act  further  stipulates 
that  the  state  expenditures  in  any  given  year,  without  federal  assistance, 
cannot  be  less  than  the  average  amount  expended  by  the  state  for  gas 
pipeline  safety  during  FY  1967  and  1968  and  for  the  last  two  fiscal  years 
preceding  the  date  of  enactment  of  the  Hazardous  Liquid  Pipeline 
Safety  Act  of  1979.  The  state  agency  must  also  agree  to  provide  the 
remaining  cost  of  the  safety  program  (s).  Within  these  limitations,  the 
formula  used  to  allocate  the  majority  of  available  funds  assigns  a 
preliminary  allocation  based  on  a  percentage  factor  inversely  related  to 
the  size  of  the  requested  funding.  These  amounts  are  modified  by

subtracting  an  amount  calculated  by  multiplying  the  difference 
between  the  total  requests  and  the  primary  portion  of  available  funds  by 
the  result  of  dividing  each  state's  shortfall  (the  difference  between  the 
request  and  the  preliminary  allocation)  by  the  total  shortfall.  This 
produces  a  primary  allocation.  A  secondary  allocation  is  determined  by 
assigning  point  values  to  the  states  for  having  achieved  certain  levels  of 
program  participation,  dividing  this  point  score  by  the  sum  of  the  states' 
point  scores,  and  multiplying  this  ratio  by  the  amount  available  for  the 
distribution.  In  1992,  federal  allocations  represented  35  percent  of  the 
estimated  state  request  in  the  natural  gas  program  (range:  21  to  50 
percent)  and  28  percent  in  the  hazardous  liquid  program  (range:  18  to 
50  percent).  The  criteria  used  are  jurisdiction,  inspector  qualifications, 
recommended  number  of  inspection  persons /days,  and  underground 
utility  damage  prevention.

Program  Description:  This  program  provides  compensation  to  victims 
and  survivors  of  criminal  violence,  including  drunk  driving  and 
domestic  violence.  Areas  of  compensation  are  medical  expenses 
attributable  to  a  physical  injury  resulting  from  a  compensable  crime, 
including  expenses  for  mental  health  counseling  and  care;  loss  of  wages 
attributable  to  a  physical  injury  resulting  from  a  compensable  crime; 
and  funeral  expenses  attributable  to  a  death  resulting  from  a 
compensable  crime. 

Formula  Description:  Allocations  are  based  on  40  percent  of  the 
amounts  awarded  by  the  state  during  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  other 
than  amounts  awarded  for  property  damage.  The  state  must  certify  that 
the  federal  funds  received  under  the  program  will  not  supplant  state 
funds  otherwise  available  for  victim  compensation.  Fund  availability 
may  require  a  base  change.  If  the  sums  available  for  grants  under  this 
program  are  insufficient  to  provide  grants  of  40  percent  as  provided 
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above,  grants  from  the  sums  available  will  be  made  to  each  eligible 
crime  victim  compensation  program  so  that  all  such  programs  receive 
the  same  percentage  of  the  amounts  awarded  by  such  programs  during 
the  preceding  fiscal  year,  other  than  property  damage  amounts.

16.575    CRIME  VICTIM  ASSISTANCE 

Program  Description:  The  Victims  of  Crime  Act  of  1984  established  a 
special  fund  in  the  U.S.  Treasury  to  hold  criminal  fines  that  are  collected 
from  persons  convicted  of  offenses  against  the  United  States.  Annual 
grants  are  made  to  eligible  crime  victims  compensation  programs,  both 
for  victims  compensation  (up  to  40  percent  of  state  spending)  and  for 
state  assistance.  Total  grants  from  the  fund  for  these  two  purposes 
cannot  exceed  $125  million,  with  part  of  the  excess  used  for  a  series  of 
small  social  programs  and  the  balanced  transferred  to  the  Treasury 
general  fund. 

Formula  Description:  Compensation  grants  are  made  for  up  to  40 
percent  of  state  spending  for  victims'  compensation  during  the  previous 
year.  Remaining  amounts  available  for  state  assistance  are  made  on  the 
basis  of  population,  after  first  providing  each  state  with  $200,000.

16.579    DRUG  CONTROL  AND  SYSTEM  IMPROVEMENT- 
FORMULA  GRANT 

Program  Description:  This  program  is  designed  to  provide  financial 
assistance  to  state  and  units  of  local  government,  for  the  purpose  of 
increasing  the  apprehension,  prosecution,  adjudication,  detention, 
rehabilitation,  eradication  and  treatment  of  persons  who  violate  state 
and  local  laws  relating  to  the  production,  possession  and  transfer  of 
controlled  substances,  and  to  improve  the  criminal  justice  system. 
Funds  may  be  used  to  provide  additional  personnel,  equipment, 
facilities  (including  upgraded  and  additional  law  enforcement  crime 
laboratories),  personnel  training  and  equipment.  The  Act  restricts  the 
use  of  these  funds  for  supplanting  of  state  and  local  funds  and  land 
acquisition. 

Formula  Description:  Each  participant  state  receives  a  base  amount  of 
$500,000  or  .25  percent  of  the  amount  available  for  the  program, 
whichever  is  greater,  with  the  remaining  funds  allocated  to  each  state 
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on  the  basis  of  the  state's  relative  share  of  total  U.S.  population.  If  a 
state  elects  not  to  participate,  all  funds  may  be  awarded  directly  to  local 
units  of  government  and  combinations  of  units  of  local  governments 
within  the  state.  Funds  from  the  act  may  be  used  to  pay  up  to  75 
percent  of  the  cost  of  a  program  or  project.  The  remaining  nonfederal 
share  will  be  provided  in  cash.  Match  for  the  formula  grant  programs  is 
provided  for  on  a  project-by-project  basis,  statewide  basis,  unit  of 
government  basis,  or  a  combination  of  the  above.  Funds  distributed  to 
an  Indian  tribe  which  performs  law  enforcement  functions  (as 
determined  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior)  for  any  program  or  project 
described  in  the  Act  shall  be  100  percent  of  such  costs.

PLANNING  COUNCIL  ON  DEVELOPMENTAL  DISABILITIES 

93.630    DEVELOPMENTAL  DISABILITIES  BASIC  SUPPORT  AND 
ADVOCACY  GRANTS 

Program  Description:  Allotments  under  the  basic  developmental 
disabilities  formula  grant  program  may  be  used  by  states  for  priority 
area  and  other  activities,  including  administrative  costs,  to  build 
capacity,  to  refocus  existing  services,  and  to  better  meet  the  needs  of 
persons  with  developmental  disabilities.  The  designated  state  agency  in 
each  state  receives,  accounts  for,  and  disburses  funds,  and  provides  for 
required  assurances  and  other  administrative  support  services  on 
behalf  of  the  state  planning  council,  which  carries  out  the  priority  area 
and  other  activities  under  an  approved  triennial  state  plan   This  plan  is 
developed  and  monitored  by  the  state  planning  council!  "Funds  may  be 
expended  for  up  to  half  the  cost  of  the  functions  of  the  designated  state 
agency  under  this  program,  but  may  not  exceed  five  percent  of  a  state's 
allotment  or  $50,000,  whichever  is  less.  Secondly,  allotments  under  the 
protection  and  advocacy  program  may  be  used  to  assist  states  in 
supporting  a  system  which  will  have  authority  to  pursue  legal  and  other 
remedies  to  protect  the  rights  of  persons  with  developmental 
disabilities  within  the  state. 

Formula  Description:  Two-thirds  of  the  amount  appropriated  is 
allotted  to  each  state  according  to  the  ratio  the  population  of  each  state 
bears  to  the  population  of  the  United  States,  weighted  by  the  relative 
per  capita  income  for  each  state.  One-third  of  the  amount  appropriated 
is  allotted  to  each  state  according  to  the  ratio  of  beneficiaries  in  the 
state  receiving  benefits  under  the  Childhood  Disabilities  Beneficiary 
Program,  related  to  the  age  18-65  population  of  the  state  as  bearing  on 
the  national  total  of  such  population,  weighted  by  the  total  population 
of  the  state.  The  data  used  to  compute  allotments  are  supplied  annually 
by  the  Social  Security  Administration  and  the  U.S  Department  of 
Commerce,  for  the  three  most  recent  consecutive  years  for  which 
satisfactory  data  are  available.  The  federal  share  of  projects  supported 
under  the  state  plan  may  not  exceed  75  percent  except  for  activities  in
